Mr. Cheney is the father of Miss Mae 
Cheney, upon whom Jones had been 
forbidden to call. Ignoring this prohi- 
bition, Jones cntered the Cheney home 
at highi and was seriously woundedsg 

Miss Cheney found some inaccuracies 
in the previous wecount and, to correct 
them, gives the following details of the 
affair: 

“Ip the first place, I am not a Missouri 
girl, being born and raised in lowa. We 
catne here about two years ago to reside 
temporaniy on a farm joining townh,.a 
furm my father had purchased tor spec-

Retired Merchant's Son. 

“tt is true that Mr. Leshe Jones

He recalled with 
amusement incidents of his acquaintaauce 
with her, and said that while he “felt 
kind of Sofry for her.” and used to 
talk with her frequently, he never 
sought her Sompany and that he showed 
himself ‘“‘proof against_her skill as a 
man charmer.”’ 

He says that she gave him a small 
book of poems as a birthday present, 
placing the volume in his Bible. He did 
not happen to open his Bible for the 
next few days, and Miss Hill one day 
went to his room during his absence, 
took the book and presented it to him 
in the evening, telling him he was not 
as pious as she had supposed. 


VICTIM OF GAS 








Hanson, Ill., Postmaster Still 
Unconscious After 96 Hours 
Asphyxiation. 


Vhysicians at St. Mary's Hospital, 
East St. Louis, injected salt Thursday 
into the veins of M. M. Donaldson, 
Postmaster of Hanson, Ill., in a last 
effort to save him from death as a pe- 
sult of asphyxiation, from which he has 
been unconscious for four days, and 
which killed his son, Tony Donaldson. 

The marvelous survival of Donaldson 
for more than 96 hours has caused gen- 
eral interest in his case among physi- 
clans, and several St. Louis medical 
men have visited the hospital, where 
Dr. L. J. Spannagel is in charge of the 
care. 

“It is amazing that the patient has 
lived so long,’ said Dr. Spannagel. 
“The strength which he has shown has 
encouraged us to believe that .there is 
a chance for saving his life. 

“The effect of asphyxiation by filu- 
minating gas is to poison the blood 
and destroy the red biood corpuscies, 
To replace this loss, new blood- must 
be supplied. This we are trying to do 
by salt injections. 

“We are also using alcohol 
With seemingly favorable effect. '- 

The body of Tony Donaldson’ was 
taken Wednesday night to Hanson by 
his brother, Fred Donaldson. His wife 
and two children are there at the home 
of the elder Donaldson. 

Donaldson was found Monday night 
in his room in the Arlington Hotel, East 
St. Louls, unconscious, with his sons 
body gestae him. The two had been in 
the room since Saturday night, and the

When 400 employes of the Columbia

Smoke Drives Out Watchman. 

Niht Watchman Otto Sutter of _ the 
factory, while pasing through the base- 
ment about 2:15 a. m., smelled smoke. 
Starting to investigate he ran into a 
dense cloud which forced him to re- 
treat. He turned in an alarm. Patrol- 
man Dee said that at 2:15, while he was 
passing Nineteenth and North Market 
streets, flames burst from the first 
floor windows on the Nineteenth street 
side. He, too, turned in an alarm, 
later supplemented by a third alarm, 
15! companies in all being summoned to 
the scene. 

The firemen found the establishment, 
25) feet by 150 feet, a flaming furnace.

changed to Great Britain. Usage, therefore, . clings 
to the word “English.’’ Hannis Taylor writes a book 
entitled “The Origin and Growtn of the English 
Constitution,” although he continues the story long 
after-the time when it became British. May’s work 
is entitled the ‘Constitutional History of England,”’ 
although he takes up the subject in 1760, 50 years 
after the Kingdom of England became the Kingdom 
of Great Britain. In all essentials of liberty and 
law it is English; therefore, Taylor, May, Hallam and 
other historians use the words England and Eng- 
lish, and the Post-Dispatch humbly follows in their 
foutsteps.
